From a letter of His Holiness read at the opening of the Eucharistic Congress 
Sunday, June 20, 1926, by the Papal Legate John Cardinal Bonzano. 


‘*The Eucharist... by Its nature and effects, has 
for Its principal object the increase of charity in the 
soul and the perfect union of the soul with God. 








‘‘But by what means is the interior life nourished 
and developed if not by the spirit of prayer, by more 
thorough discipline of the soul, by self-oblation and self- 
denial? And again, what produces all these if not the 
more devout partaking of the Holy Table, wherein Christ 
Jesus through the sweetness of His goodness and love, 
withdraws us from earthly things and lifts us up to the 
things of heaven, leading us up to the example of His 
Eucharistic life to fashion our lives on His and imitate 
His sanctity ?

June 20, 1926 





Tun. > g| OLY Name Cathedral was a scene of gorgeous 
M-Estata fq splendor for the opening event of the Eucharistic 
“ Fea) Congress, June 20th. The building itself with its 
-.SZee4| stained glass windows, paintings and statues, is a 

masterpiece of Gothic architecture. For this oc- 
casion it was profusely decorated and lighted with beautiful 
effect. Over the main altar hung a magnificent canopy 65 
feet high made of heavy red velvet with gold fringe, silver 
spangles that sparkled like diamonds overhead, and a mag- 
nificent ermine drape, the costly gift of Lo Pa Hong, the illus- 
trious Chinese Catholic layman. 

At the gospel side of the sanctuary was the elegant throne 
of the Papal Legate and his attendants. Opposite were thrones 
for the other Cardinals. The Archbishops and Bishops were 
ranged just below the altar railing. The setting was one of 
grandeur and magnificence. Never before had the archiepis- 
copal edifice, in fact, never had any church outside of Rome 
ever presented a spectacle of such effulgent beauty, or had 
been the scene of such majestic rites and ceremonies. 

Thousands of faithful massed the blocks between the 
Quigley Preparatory Seminary and Holy Name Cathedral to 
watch the gorgeous procession wend its way to the Cathedral, 
between ten and eleven o’clock. 

With regal splendor and impressive ceremonial, His Emi- 
nence John Cardinal Bonzano, was formally welcomed and 
installed as Papal Legate. After the gospel of the Mass, the 
address of welcome to the Papal Legate was tendered by His 
Eminence Cardinal Mundelein. All regarded the Papal Legate 
with filial devotion, as the representative of the Sovereign 
Pontiff. 

The Papal Legate admirably voiced the purpose of the 
great throng when he exclaimed: “A common impulse urging 
us, a common aim attracting us, we are come from North and 
South, from East and West, — from all states of the Union, 
from the various countries of the New World, and from lands 
beyond the seas — to offer our tribute of adoration and love 
to Jesus Christ, our Eucharistic Lord.” 
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Children’s Day 


at the Eucharistic Congress, Monday June 21st

xi INALLY the day had come, the great and holy day 
Sau, to which the Catholic children of Chicago had 
looked forward for the past two years. A light 
rain had fallen during the night, and a warm 
wind from the south carried the clouds swiftly 
over the sky. Many a one anxiously scanned the horizon with 
the question: “Will it rain?” The whole city of Chicago was 
in expectation. It was Children’s Day, the first day of public 
worship of the Eucharistic Congress, and a mighty manifesta- 
tion of faith it proved to be. As early as 5 o'clock, people 
began to take their station before the closed gates of the 
Stadium. The gates were thrown open at 7 o'clock, and 
immense throngs pressed through them until 10 o’clock when 
authorities announced there was not an inch of available 
space left in the Stadium. From higher land adjoining, how- 
ever, thousands were able to participate in the ceremonies. 


Children in White and Gold 


The centre of the vast Stadium was reserved for the 
62,000 parochial school children who were to sing the “Mass 
of the Angels.” They came from parishes of all parts of the 
city in orderly groups by automobiles, busses and elevated 
trains. Their teachers, members of the religious sisterhood 
of Chicago, accompanied the little ones. It was an unforget- 
table sight to see those long rows of children clad in white 
and gold, the Papal colors, the colors of the Congress, the 
symbols of purity and spiritual wealth. That day everyone 
looked with a sort of veneration on a child in white and yel- 
low. Policemen guarded them as the apple of their eye, as 
the angels of the city. 





Procession of Cardinals 


About 10 o’clock the procession of the Cardinals with 
their retinues filed from Field Museum through the Stadium 
to the altar. The seminarians of St. Mary of the Lake lead 
the initial procession, followed by members of various religious 
orders. Then came the diocesan and visiting clergy, monsig- 
nori, bishops and archbishops with their attendants. Lastly 
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came the Cardinals, each with his suite and train bearers. In 
the princely procession were John Cardinal Bonzano, Papal 
Legate, Cardinal Piffl of Vienna, Cardinal Czernoch, Primate 
of Hungary, Charost of Rennes, France, Dubois of Paris, von 
Faulhaber of Munich, Dougherty of Philadelphia, Reig y Casa- 
nova of Spain, O’Connell of Boston, Hayes of New York, 
O’Donnell, Primate of Ireland, and Mundelein of Chicago. The 
applause of the multitude and the children was generous to 
all the prelates, but it swelled to tremendous proportions 
when the Papal Legate, Cardinal Mundelein, the Irish Cardinal 
O'Donnell and the German Cardinal von Faulhaber passed. 

The hearts of the Papal Legate and the Cardinals 
thrilled with a hitherto unknown joy as they beheld the vast 
expanse of the Stadium covered with children. It was like a 
great wheat field in the center. Tears could be seen in the 
eyes of the princes of the Church, and many a father and 
mother could not suppress weeping for joy to know that their 
own children were numbered among that privileged band to 
swell the chorus of the “Mass of the Angels.” They realized 
how the “wisdom” of Holy Church “made the tongues of 
infants eloquent” (Wisd. x. 21). 

Archbishop Curley of Baltimore delivered a masterful 
sermon on prayer in which he dwelt on the value of prayer 
to the citizen, to the nation, the Church and the state. Un- 
fortunately because of the high wind, the loud speakers did 
not carry the discourse well. He was to have been followed 
by Cardinals von Faulhaber of Munich and Dubois of Paris, 
but as rain threatened before the Mass began, these sermons 
were postponed until Tuesday evening. 


The High Altar 

Majestically, the high altar towered 116 feet above the 
level, glittering in its golden splendor. It was supported by 
4 gigantic columns. A trumpeting angel 12 feet in height 
stood at each corner. It was a perfect facsimile of the altar 
in the famous Benedictine Church, St. Pauls-outside-the-Walls, 
of Rome. 34 steps led up to the altar. On either side, on 
the level, thrones were arranged for the Cardinals and their 
retinues. . 
Papal Legate, Celebrant 

A few minutes before 11 o’clock, the Papal Legate robed 
for Mass. A hush descended over the vast multitude. In 
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fact, it was everywhere remarked that a crowd so orderly 
had never before been handled; it was manifest that they 
were intent on religious worship. The Seminary choir of 
Mundelein sang the proper of the Mass, but their voices were 
carried away by the wind, and were almost inaudible. In 
fact, the monsignori in the retinue of the Spanish Cardinal, 
not being able to hear the students singing, still continued 
in lively conversation, gesticulating in their animated Spanish 
way. Being near them in the cortege of His Eminence Cardinal 
v. Faulhaber, I found their speaking quite a distraction. Turn- 
ing to them, I said: Oremus! Oremus! They accepted this 
friendly admonition with “good grace” and afterward partici- 
pated in the services with edifying devotion. 


The Children’s Choir 


Prof. Otto Singenberger, who had trained the world’s 
greatest choir, now mounted his elevated pulpit near the 
children. There was a sound of trumpets—then with in- 
describable unison and volume, 62,000 children burst forth 
with the Kyrie of the Mass. Their silvery voices floated over 
the vast expanse of the Stadium and were carried by the wind 
toward the high altar. The singing of this colossal choir was 
in itself a powerful act of adoration. 

With his singularly sweet and powerful voice, Cardinal 
Bonzano then intoned the Gloria. Undoubtedly, never in his 
life had he intoned the angelic hymn with so great emotion 
of heart. It was caught up by the voices of 62,000 innocent 
children.— Whose mind was not transported to the plains of 
Bethlehem when the Gloria was sung by a “vast multitude 
of a heavenly army” as the Holy Scripture tells us, on the 
first Christmas night? Now on the plain of the Stadium in 
Chicago, the Gloria was again sung by a vast multitude of 
angelic children, perhaps greater in number than even that 
first army of angelic spirits! It was an unforgettable expe- 
rience to hear those children sing the strains of the Gloria: — 

Peace on earth to men of good will. We praise Thee, we bless 
Thee, we adore Thee, we glorify Thee. We give Thee thanks for Thy 
great glory, O Lord God, heavenly King, God the Father Almighty. — 
O Lord Jesus Christ, the only-begotten Son! O Lord God, Lamb of 
God, Son of the Father, who takest away the sins of the world, have 
mercy on us. Who takest away the sins of the world, receive our 
prayer. Who sittest at the right hand of the Father, have mercy on 
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us. For Thou only art holy, (proclaimed those children with the 
faith of martyrs in their heart), Thou only art the Lord. Thou only, 
O Jesus Christ art most high, together with the Holy Ghost, in the 
glory of God the Father. 


Mass of the Holy Eucharist proceeded, and at the Credo 
the sun burst forth. Credo! What a profession of faith was 
this from the lips of 62,000 children! Would not the ancient 
Fathers of Nice have been thrilled to hear this manifestation 
of faith resound from such a choir: one, holy, Catholic and 
apostolic Church! Those words united all the peoples gath- 
ered there from every portion of the earth. 

At the moment of the Offertory, many a loving mother, 
solicitous father or zealous pastor, offered to God the children 
as a holocaust with the firm petition that they might remain 
ever faithful to Holy Church. Doubtless many a devoted 
parent breathed a prayer that God might glean a son or 
daughter from that harvest of golden wheat waving in the 
sunlight, to be used for His life-long service. It was a holy 
moment to make such a petition with the gates of heaven 
swung ajar above the heads of those 62,000 innocent ones. 

In a loud sonorous voice, the Papal Legate intoned the 
Preface with a devotion and pathos which stirred one’s inmost 
soul. Sursum corda rang out over that vast throng: Lift up 
your hearts!— And from the lips of 62,000 children came 
back the answer: “Habemus ad Dominum. — We have lifted 
them up unto the Lord.” In all truth could that response be 
made by the whole assemblage in the Stadium, for may we 
not presume that nearly every soul in that throng was glorified 
by the state of grace? On Sunday morning, 1,500,000 persons 
had received the Bread of Angels; that same-crowd in the 
Stadium on Monday morning was made up of those communi- 
cants. What a heavenly spectacle! — One and a half million 
hearts in the city of Chicago, living tabernacles of the Hidden 
God whom they had come to worship! How the angels must 
have ascended and descended amid that holy throng! Since 
the time of the apostle, was ever a multitude gathered with 
souls so pure, with hearts so filled with love for God! Truly, 
we may exclaim with St. Peter, this isa “holy people” giving 
glory to God. Hearts of all nations were raised to give praise 
to the Triune God as the celebrant sang the Preface, and 
united with the heavenly army, reechoed by the army of chil- 
dren on earth to chant the Sanctus, Sanctus, Sanctus! 
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The Elevation 


The sound of trumpets announced the approach of the 
solemn moment of Consecration as it is done in St. Peter’s 
in Rome. All fall on their knees in profound adoration as 
the Adorable Host is raised on high. This is the great moment, 
the central moment of the Eucharistic Congress, the Object 
which had drawn countless thousands of worshippers: the 
adoration of our God hidden under the form of Bread. It is 
a tremendous moment! What a happiness to be a child of 
the true Church, to gaze on the Holy Host in faith and ado- 
ration! The Divine Victim of Love is raised aloft, now in 
triumph amidst golden splendor, as once on the Cross in 
ignominy and abandonment. 

The Precious Blood is elevated. Again all bend low in 
adoration, and offer to the Heavenly Father the Precious 
Blood of His Son by which mankind has been redeemed. Did 
ever the Almighty Father look with more complacency on 
worshippers than on that diverse gathering in the Stadium 
which might well have exclaimed: “Thou hast redeemed us, 
O Lord, in Thy Blood, out of every tribe and tongue, and 
people and nation, and hast made us to our God a kingdom...” 
The mercies of the Lord we will sing forever...” Roman Missal 


The Children’s Hosanna 


After those moments of intense silence, it was doubly 
thrilling, when the voices of 62,000 children were raised to 
chant the Benedictus, and a holy animation resounded in the 
Hosanna. What memories that word Hosanna carries! The 
triumphant cry of the little ones on Palm Sunday, when our 
Savior praised them saying: “Out of the mouths of children 
Thou hast perfected praise !” — Perfected is the word, for never 
in the history of the world had so large a choir been trained; and 
the first chorus of such a multitude was to perfect the service 
of the Lord. Gregorian chant has achieved an unparalleled 
triumph in this training of 62,000 little ones. 

Again the Papal Legate raises his musical, devotional 
voice to sing the Pater Noster. Was ever the Lord’s Prayer 
sung more solemnly, more splendidly, or more fervently than 
by the saintly Bonzano in the Stadium that morning amidst 
a concourse of hundreds of thousands of worshippers? All 
who heard His Eminence sing the Pater Noster were touched 
to the heart. And the meaning of it all — how it fell upon 
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thinking minds: — men, women and children, from every class 
of society, from every nation under heaven, all united with 
the celebrant to praise the Father in heaven, to pray that 
His kingdom might come upon earth, the kingdom of the 
Eucharist, to pray that brotherly love in forgiving of wrongs 
might animate every heart. Ah, the Savior-Heart beating on 
the altar must have rejoiced over that solemn recitation of 
the prayer He taught His disciples, now proclaimed with 
such fervor to the greatest assembly under heaven. 

Agnus Dei the children’s voices repeat three times. The 
kneeling worshippers invoke the Lamb of God who taketh 
away the sins of the world. Our Lord had truly cleansed to 
Himself a holy people, had taken away the sins of one and one 
half million of His faithful that they might be worthily 
united to Him through the Living Bread. 

The Adorable Sacrifice of the Mass ended with the sol- 
emn Blessing by the Papal Legate. Then His Eminence read 
the letter from the Holy Father, and the dignitaries left the 
Stadium by a short route to the Field Museum. In orderly 
procession the children left the Stadium with their teachers. 
Truly, the devout multitudes seated within that vast enclos- 
ure, and the still greater multitudes which massed the acres 
outside, must have exclaimed: “This is the day the Lord has 
made!” Mothers of Chicago who fear for the spiritual welfare 
of their little ones in that great city, remembering the words 
of Holy Scripture: “Better is one (child) that feareth God, 
than a thousand ungodly children” (Ecclus xvi. 3); on this 
day rejoiced that their children could be so well behaved as 
to be an example to those outside the Church; that their 
children had contributed so gloriously toward the — 
of the Holy Eucharist.

wea HAD the happiness to be present at the Eucharistic 
S Congresses of Vienna and Rome. After the Vienna 
Congress, at which the Emporer Francis Joseph 
placed the whole splendor of his court at the feet 
of the Son of God in the Most Holy Sacrament, 
it was often remarked, “Anything greater or more sublime 
cannot be done,” — so overpowering was the piety and Catholic 
unity openly displayed. I thought the same at the time. I 
was forced, however, to change my opinion, for, at the Eucha- 
ristic Congress of Chicago, I witnessed something far more 
grand and uplifting, already at the gathering of the men on 
June 22, 1926. 

In the immense Stadium, resembling an oblong valley, 
bordered on three sides by hills, while on the fourth side rose 
the simple but costly altar at a height of about 100 feet—in 
this Stadium some 250,000 men had assembled, each carrying 
acandle. When priestly hands opened the Tabernacle to take 
our Hidden God from His lowly abode and place Him in the 
monstrance, 250,000 men bent their knees in adoration, and a 
flood of light from the candles burst forth. It was symbolical 
of what was taking place in their hearts. The eyes of these men 
shone with the supernatural light of faith which dwelt in their 
souls; their hearts throbbed with enthusiasm, and their lips 
welcomed Jesus in the words which St. Thomas of Aquin 
once sang: — “‘Adoro te devote — Devoutly I adore Thee!” 

They then listened to the animated words that poured 
from the lips of a Bishop and, thanks to an invention of our 
times, were distinctly carried over the extensive plain, even 
to the last of the assembled. 

For hours these men follow the services; though they have 
a hard day’s work behind them, and on the morrow new toil 
and cares await them. As once at the Sea of Genesareth 
thousands had followed our Lord, so here, even greater mul- 
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titudes have assembled around their Hidden God. They are 
drawn by those sweet words of our Savior: “Come to Me, 
all you that labor and are burdened, and I will refresh you” 
(Matt. xi. 28). Now Jesus speaks to their hearts in secret, 
and no one knows what He says except the respective soul, 
but His words must be very touching at times, for tears 
are flowing from not a few eyes. The hearts of the-men, 
too, speak, and Jesus, the searcher of hearts, hears what 
these men are confiding to Him. The whole world, even the 
unbelieving, has admired, and has even been deeply im- 
pressed by this unique spectacle of childlike faith and manly 
confession of holy religion. Once Nicodemus came to Jesus 
during the night, for fear of the Jews, and found a gracious 
hearing. True, these men also came in the silent night, but 
they made their profession of faith in Jesus so loud that the 
whole world could hear it, and the flood of light from the 
candles in the hands of these men, seemed a literal fulfilment 
of the admonition of Christ: “Let your light shine before men 
that they may see your good works, and glorify your Father 
who is in heaven” (Matt. v. 16). 

It is a soul-thrilling scene when young men take their 
oath of allegiance to their country but far more thrilling 
was the pledge taken by this vast multitude of men, to defend 
the honor of the Holy Name of Jesus, to observe faithfully 
the Divine commandments, and to be loyal to the supreme 
head of the nation, since there is no authority except it come 
from above. 

Finally, when this multitude of men bowed their heads 
to receive the Benediction of their Savior dwelling in the 
Blessed Sacrament, they had become, speaking with the apostle, 
“a spectacle for angels and men.” It seemed to me like a 
faint image of what is to take place on the last day at the 
judgment: “In the Name of Jesus every knee should bow of 
those who are in heaven, on earth, and under the earth, and 
every tongue should confess that the Lord Jesus Christ is in 
the glory of God the Father” (Phil. ii. 10, 11). 

Still under the influence of the many soul-inspiring im- 
pressions, I leave America with a feeling akin to homesick- 
ness, and return to Tyrol, the land once so strong in faith. 
In my heart, however, I shall cherish throughout my life the 
consoling picture of those prayerful men at the Eucharistic 
Congress of Chicago. 
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The Holy Eucharist and the Family 





Fr FS 9 NDOUBTEDLY the Holy Father Pope Pius XI 
Ais) had a weighty reason when he assigned “The 
AS ripe Holy Eucharist and the Family” as official topic 
Ee) for discourses during the XXVIII International 
Eucharistic Congress in Chicago. 

His Eminence Michael Cardinal von Faulhaber, Archbishop 
of Munich-Freising, Bavaria, and one of the most learned of 
the hierarchy of Holy Church, delivered the following instruc- 
tive address on “The Holy Eucharist and the Family” at the 
meeting of the German speaking section of the Eucharistic 
Congress at the Coliseum in Chicago, Sunday June 20th: — 

If, in these days, our souls sing the Alleluia: “Thank God, 
that I am a Catholic!” then the second stanza of our song 
will be, for at least 95 per cent of us, “Thank God, that my 
father and mother have raised me a Catholic!” The joy ex- 
perienced on the day of the Eucharist, of being a Catholic, 
may therefore be traced back to father and mother, and in 
spirit they are with us even though they may have long 
since passed into eternity. 

Eucharist and Family are related, as it were, from home. 
The Paschal celebration of the Old Testament, to which our 
Divine Savior joined the Last Supper, was a family festival, 
a family devotion. The father of the family divided the Pas- 
chal Lamb and passed the cup. Thus Christ, for the first 
time in the Cenacle, acted the part of the father of a family 
when He celebrated the Pasch with His disciples, who were 
seated like a family around the table. And when the “scepter 
of His power” went forth into the world from the Cenacle 
on Sion, and when for the first time the Sacred Mysteries 
were celebrated in Rome, Christian families offered their 
houses as the first shelter for the Eucharist. Thus did St. 
Praxedis and St. Prudentiana. (My titular church in Rome, St. 
Anastasia, has, in this same manner been transformed from 
a private dwelling into a beautiful place of worship.) In this 
way, too, the family has become connected with the Holy 
Eucharist. 

Every dogma of our holy Faith is of vital importance; 
especially so is the dogma of the Holy Eucharist. As one of 
its blessings, Christ repeatedly designated the Holy Eucharist 
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as the “life of the world,” not only eternal life, but likewise 
a blessed temporal life, a blessed family life. Where the eye 
of the mind has been educated in this Mystery of Faith: to 
recognize its God under the veil of bread, there the expanding 
power of Faith also suffices to recognize in matrimony itself 
an image of the espousals of Christ with the Church, and 
thereby to establish the family, from the very first, on a 
consecrated basis; there the expanding power of Faith 
suffices to recognize in the children the blessing of God, 
brothers and sisters of the Divine Child of Bethlehem; there 
the expanding power of Faith suffices to imbue that 
respect for women which is so necessary for the Christian 
family life, because the Christian husband sees in his wife a 
sister of the Mother of God; there the expanding power of 
Faith suffices to consider labor for one’s daily bread as a task 
imposed by God. 

In Germany, our beloved country, there are today two mil- 
lion wage-earners without work. Again and again, men come to 
me with tears in their eyes: “See,” they say to me, “I have been 
going about for four weeks from early morning till late in 
the evening, and can find no work.” That is hard for the 
father of a family because he knows it is his duty to provide 
bread for the family. This duty is sanctified if he himself 
approaches the Table of the Lord to receive the Bread of 
Life. These are appreciative benefits of the Holy Eucharist 
for the Catholic family life. Church and state are independent 
of each other in the United States, but the family must 
remain upon religious foundations. Faithin the Holy Eucha- 
rist brings this faith to the home and into family life. 

There was a time when, for the edification of other 
nations, much praise was given to the beautiful German 
family life. These times have passed. The German family 
bled, not only in the war, and was not only economically 
and financially drained — but the German family is sick to 
its very core. 

The Gospel speaks of such who would not accept the 
invitation to the marriage feast: some because they were 
too much engrossed in their temporal cares and made the 
excuses: “I have bought a farm... I have bought five yoke 
of oxen;” others made the excuse, “I have married a wife” 
(Luke xiv). Thus, in our day, a time of divorces, many 
cannot go to Holy Communion because they are separated 
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from their lawful wife, and have taken another. At the 
sacrificial Table of the Holy Eucharist, mothers and fathers 
must learn the sacrificial spirit of abnegation and forbearing 
love, without which no Christian family life can be established. 
When, in the last century, German missionaries: Franciscans, 
Jesuits, Redemptorists, and especially Benedictines from Munich, 
and the Poor School Sisters from the motherhouse in Munich, 
came to the United States, they always began their labor in 
the New World by erecting an altar in their new home; and, 
from this altar of Sacrifice they learned the spirit of sacrifice 
necessary to accomplish their difficult mission. And if we 
Germans can say: “We, too, have a little share in the 
flourishing Catholic life in the United States,” it is due to 
the blessing proceeding from the altars erected by German 
hands in the United States. 

Again, the Holy Eucharist is a consecration of the family 
life, because through Holy Communion Christ Himself 
becomes the Guest, the Friend and the Father of the family. 
In our time, Holy Church has given parents the right to 
decide, together with the pastor, the admission of their 
children to early Communion. With this right, Holy Church 
has given to parents a great Eucharistic privilege. Hence, 
fathers and mothers should exercise this sacred right. 

When parents return home from the Holy Table their 
little ones should do as littlke Mary Magdalen de Pazzi did: 
Mother is coming from church where she has communicated. 
The faith of a little six-year-old boy sees Jesus in the heart 
of the mother, and, at the breakfast table he says, “Mother, 
let me sit very close to you, for then I am very near to Jesus.” 
Near to mother — near to Jesus! A little girl asks, “Mother, 
where is father going?” “My child, father is going to church 
to receive our dear Lord.” The little girl opens her eyes wide, and 
when the father returns, she looks up to him with reverence. 
She sees the Cross which the Savior has traced upon his 
brow. This gives great weight to the authority of the father; 
it is of inestimable value in the rearing of children. 

And when parents and children together approach the 
Holy Table, oh, then, weekdays are transformed into Sundays, 
the home is transformed into a church, a Eucharistic atmos- 
phere pervades the house. When, finally, parents have 
received the Holy Viaticum, and have passed to their reward, 
“it is,” according to the words of Holy Scripture, “as though 
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they had not died.” Our forefathers had the custom that the 
children, on the anniversary of the death of their parents, or 
on the following Sunday, offered up Holy Communion for 
them. Thus the Holy Eucharist even destroyed the wall of 
separation between time and eternity, and again united the 
family which had been torn asunder by death. 

My dear Countrymen! I now bring you greetings from 
our country, and with these greetings the wish, that as the 
Lauda Sion and Tantum Ergo, like sweet melodies of a harp 
rise heavenward, we wiil join in the song; and when the 
Benediction of the Holy Eucharist, abundant as the waters 
of the ocean, pours itself upon the nations during these days 
of grace, then we, too, will “draw from these fountains of sal- 
vation” for ourselves and our nations, and especially for Catho- 
lic family life.

If We Wish to Be Heard 


Once while praying, the Venerable Mary of the Incarnation heard these 
words from the Eternal Father: ‘‘If you wish that I should give ear to your 
supplications, pray to Me through the Heart of My beloved Son!’’ — This 
Divine Heart, the source of all graces, pleads for us in a most efficacious 
manner during Holy Mass. Whether we wish to glorify God, the Blessed 
Virgin Mary and the saints, or to obtain graces for ourselves, Jesus is our 
most powerful Mediator during Holy Mass. 

Have Holy Masses offered, many Masses if you have the means. The 
giving of Mass stipends possesses a double value when we offer it for the 
benefit of the needy priests of Central Europe. From the diocese of 
Eichstaett, we hear: ‘‘It has happened repeatedly, that priests come, and 
with tears in their eyes, beg for Mass stipends.’ — A priest thus describes 
the present situation: ‘‘My heartfelt thanks for the Mass stipends. Gener- 
ally, half of the summer for the past few years, I have been without Mass 
stipends. It is because the people are so impoverished by the war that they 
are without work and without wages. I have helped the poor with the 
offerings for Holy Masses you sent. Thus it has become a double alms.’’— 
Many prelates write of these same distressing conditions. Let us help 
them, thus performing an act of true Christian charity at the same time 
that we are rendering glory to God by the Adorable Sacrifice.

The Papal Legate 


The appointment by Pope Pius XI of Cardinal Bonzano as Papal Legate to 
the 28th International Eucharistic Congress in Chicago was regarded as a com- 
pliment to the Church in the United States and to His Eminence Cardinal 
Mundelein of whom Cardinal Bonzano has been a personal friend for many 
years. This marks the first 
time in the history of the 
United States that a Papal 
Legate has ever been sent by 
the Holy See. Cardinal Bon- 
zano received an enthusiastic I 
ovation from the moment the 
“Aquintana” steered into the 
port of New York, until his 
departure after the Congress. 

Cardinal Bonzano was 
born of a middle class Italian 
peasant family in 1867. He 
prepared in the College of 
the Apostles Peter and Paul 
in Rome to be a missionary 
and was graduated as doctor 
of divinity and of canon law. 
After his ordination as a priest 
in 1890, he went to China 
and labored nine years until 
his health gave way. In 1904 
he was appointed rector of 
the College of Propaganda in 
Rome; in 1912 he was made 
Apostolic Delegate to the 
United States. He resided in i 
Washington, D.C. from 1912 , 
to 1923 when he was recalled 
to Rome, created cardinal, and 
appointed to membership on 
a number of the important 
Roman congregations. 

As Apostolic Delegate to the United States during the long and trying period 
of the World War, Cardinal Bonzano distinguished himself as an international 
diplomat of the first order, and an ecclesiastical administrator of rare judgment and 
acumen. Throughout his sojourn at the Eucharistic Congress, His Eminence 
received unmistakable evidences of the place he has permanently won in the hearts of 
the American people. Everywhere he is regarded with public admiration and private 
esteem. The piety, simplicity and affability displayed on all occasions during the 
Eucharistic Congress have endeared Cardinal Bonzano still more to every Catholic.

Dominus adjutor meus! — These words on the coat-of-arms of His Eminence George 
Cardinal Mundelein are a keynote to his life. They bespeak confidence — The Lord is my 
HELP, — and today His Eminence can exclaim: ‘‘I have not been confounded in my trust.”’ 
George William Mundelein was born in New York City. After studies in the United 
States he entered the Propa- 
ganda College in Rome where 
his intellectual gifts were fully 
appreciated. He was ordained 
June 8, 1895. On Sept. 21, 1909, 
he was consecrated Auxiliary 
Bishop of Brooklyn. When pro- 
moted to the archiepiscopal see 
of Chicago, Dec. 9, 1915, he was 
the youngest archbishop in the 
world. On March 24, 1924, he 
was elevated to the cardinalate. 

Cardinal Mundelein has 
accomplished great things for 
Catholic life and Catholic inter- 
estsinChicago. He has built pre- 
paratory and theological Semi- 
naries which are ranked as the 
finest institutions of their kind 
in the world. Great was his 
charity when the Holy Father 
appealed for aid for the war- 
stricken countries of Europe. 
His Eminence distributed hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
Germany and Austria and sent 
a shipload of flour for the fam- 
ishing people. 

Great have been his achieve- 
ments for the Eucharistic Con- 
gress. He has gathered more 
Cardinals than ever before as- 
sembled outside of Rome. He 
has inspired co-operation and 
good-will among non-Catholics 
to such an extent that nearly a 
million visitors to the Congress 
received only kindness and hos- 
pitality from Chicagoans. His 
Eminence planned the 28th International Eucharistic Congress on a grand scale; and it 
was truly grand in the number of participants, grand in the splendor of its ceremonies; 
grand in its wonderful harmony; but grandest of all in its spiritual success: a renewal of 
religious fervor in all the parishes by missions during the week preceding the Congress, 
1,500,000 Holy Communions on the opening day of the Congress, and 62,000 children 
trained to sing the ‘‘Mass of the Angels.’’ — “Quis est hic, et laudabimus eum, fecit 
enim mirabilia in vita sua.— Who is he that we may praise him, for he hath done 
wonderful things in his life.’ — “Ideo stabilita sunt bona illius in Domino. — Therefore 
are his good works established in the Lord’’ (Ecclus. xxxi. 9-11).

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His Eminence Cardinal v. Faulhaber 
with Us 


LL who came in close contact with the eminent Cardinals at the Eucharistic 
Congress, commented with astonishment on the simple lives these noted 
prelates lead aside from the elaborate functions of their office. This, 

the Benedictine Sisters of Perpetual Adoration at Clyde, Missouri. have likewise 
admired; the first time in May 1923 when His Eminence Cardinal v. Faulhaber 
was the honored guest of Rev. Father Lukas, O. S. B., for three days; recently, 
again, when His Eminence spent six days at the Convent. On his arrival at the 
Convent Thursday 2:00 P.M., July 8th, Cardinal v. Faulhaber was greeted by 
Rev. Father Lukas and the community beneath a “Welcome arch.” His Emi- 
nence manifested how exceedingly happy he felt to see the Sisters once more. 
He was then conducted in procession to the Adoration Chapel where he gave 
Benediction. In the evening, a formal welcome was extended to His Eminence 
by the community, after which he presided at Holy Hour. 


Each morning from Friday to Tuesday, His Eminence desired to say the 
early Mass at 5:30 A.M., and distribute Holy Communion to the Sisters. A 
throne draped in elegant cardinal-red had been prepared for His Eminence in 
the sanctuary; and it was an example such as that left by the saintly Pope 
Pius X when Patriarch of Venice, to see the stately Cardinal descend each 
morning from his throne and act as server to Rev. Father Lukas, who, after 
serving the Mass of His Eminence, himself offered Mass at the high altar. His 
Eminence gave Benediction with the Blessed Sacrament each day during his 
visit. On July 11th, Feast of the Patronage of St. Benedict, he delivered a 
classic sermon on the interior life according to the spirit of St. Benedict. 


Cardinal v. Faulhaber is a Biblical scholar of high repute. His Eminence, 
it has been declared, has no peer as an authority in the knowledge of Exegesis. 
He possesses one of the most brilliant minds of the entire hierarchy today; yet 
on all i he endeavors to evade publicity. He earned the name of “Intrepid 
Cardinal” during the critical time of the revolutionary aftermath of the world- 
war, when for fourteen days his life was endangered; but he refused to flee, 
preferring to sacrifice his life, if necessary, as the faithful Shepherd, true to his 
flock. He rendered incomparable services to Holy Church by his tact in bringing 
about a successful Concordat between Bavaria and the Holy See. In Rome 
Cardinal v. Faulhaber is called “the great Cardinal,” and rightly so, for he is great 
by his virtue, great by his piety and great by his learning. 





His Eminence is deeply interested in the community of Perpetual Adorers 
at Clyde, who enjoy privileges connected with solemn Exposition of the 
Most BI d Sacr t rarely granted to nuns, and for these favors they are 
indebted to the powerful influence of Cardinal v. Faulhaber on their behalf in 
Rome. The last act of His Eminence before leaving Clyde was to give Bene- 
diction with the Most Blessed Sacrament. Accompanied by Rev. Father Lukas, 
he left for Chicago via auto to St. Joseph, Missouri, on July 13th. Tears were 
in the eyes of many at this parting. His Eminence seemed touched and looked 
back over the hills several times to give a farewell glance toward the Convent 
buildings and to bestow His final Blessing.

Priests of God! Catholic men! 


HE children in the morning sun, the men in the 
evening hour of Nicodemus! In all tongues at the 
Eucharistic Congress, the Tantum ergo is sung. 
The Old World and the New are, indeed, separated 
by the waters of the ocean, but today they are 

united in the Lauda Sion, Salvatorem. 

I am to speak fifteen minutes on the Eucharist and the 
Priesthood, and I shall observe this time with strict punctuality. 

The Eucharist and the Priesthood were born at the same 
hour from the Heart of Christ through that creative word: 
“Do this for a commemoration of Me” (Luke xxii. 19). Thus 
it was ordained by God. 

Hence, the perpetual light may not be extinguished; hence 
the dispensers of the Divine Mysteries may not die out. The 
word of our Lord is still addressed to Peter and John: “Go, 
and prepare... the Pasch” (Luke xxii. 8). The Catholic 
priesthood exists for the Eucharist. 

Priests are called to continue thinking the thoughts of 
Christ; to propagate the Gospel of Christ and dispense the 
graces of the Cross; but above all, to continue offering up the 
Sacrifice of Christ. The greatest act of Christ, His sacrificial 
death, may not be obliterated from the memory of man. As 
sure as Christ is the eternal Highpriest, so surely must there 
be a Perpetual Sacrifice in His kingdom. The 24,000 priests 
of the United States, the 312,000 priests of the Catholic world 
must verify the word of Holy Scripture: “From the rising of 
the sun even to the going down, My Name is great among 
the Gentiles” (Mal. i. 11). 

The Son of God assumed the form of a servant, took 
human nature, to proclaim by this form of existence, “I am 
come to redeem man.” He assumed the form of bread to tell 
us, “I will remain with you to be the food of your souls, even 
of the poorest — even in the remotest corner of the world. 
Priestly hands shall give the food; not Christ with His own 
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hands, not angels’ hands. Priestly hands shall distribute the 
Bread of Life. 

The Eucharistic Congress proclaims the word of the 
psalm: “Announce to the nations: the Lord is King!” (xxviii. 
10). He reigns upon our altars. 

The world cannot exist without Christ, for He is the Liv- 
ing Bread which gives life to the world. Christ must remain 
with mankind in order that the spirit may triumph over the 
letter, grace over nature, religion over the dollar, love over 
hatred, life over death. Christ must be the King of man- 
kind, in order that the nations may not make slaves of one 
another, and that the kingdom of order and justice and 
peace may continue. 

Priests of God! Oh, preserve the faith in Christ! You 
will thereby save the nations. This is the first Eucharistic 
imperative for priests. 

Christ is the Alpha and Omega of the Eucharistic Con- 
gresses. We bishops, will likewise be only ministers of the 
Eucharist. We will descend from our thrones to adore on our 
knees the God in the Blessed Sacrament. It is Christ’s day, 
it is a confession of Christ: “Thou hast the words of eter- 
nal life; and we have believed and have known that Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of God” (John vi. 69. 70). Among 
those who do not assemble with us around the altar, there 
are many God-seeking souls who, with sincere good will ask: 
“Master, where dwellest Thou?” Come, O God-seeking souls! 
Christ dwells upon our altars. 

Priests of God! “Orate Fratres— Pray, brethren” that 
these seeking souls may not remain standing midway, that 
the human weakness of priests may not become for them a 
stumbling block, but that, like the disciples of Emmaus, all may 
know Him in the breaking of bread, and all knees may bend 
in adoration before Him. Orate fratres! — this is the second 
imperative for priests. 

The Catholic priesthood lives by the Eucharist. Vinum 
germinans sacerdotes. Holy Communion guards the priestly 
vocation especially during the years when the boy grows 
into manhood, during: which time the precious treasure of 
innocence is carried, more than ever, in a fragile vessel. 
Seven steps lead to the altar in seven degrees of consecra- 
tion. In the church of St. Mary of the Lake this is beau- 
tifully demonstrated; all the orders, the minor and the

major, lead to the Eucharist. Vinum germinans sacerdotes! 

In America there is a veritable spring of Eucharistic 
movement. Hence, this reverence for priests; hence, this 
readiness to assist bishops in the erection of seminaries; hence, 
also this fraternal charity which has spanned a caritas-bridge 
across the ocean, and has added to the Divine Bread of the 
Eucharist, the “bread of the poor,” as an ancient agape (love- 
feast). The German bishops have commissioned me to express 
once more today, the gratitude of the German episcopacy for 
the bread of the poor which you have given us, for the 
Scholarships and Mass stipends by which you have aided the 
German bishops and their priests’ seminaries to hold out in 
the time of distress. In a son of St. Benedict, the spiritual 
director of a Convent of Perpetual Adoration, and under whose 
direction the inspiring magazine, “Tabernacle and Purgatory,” 
is being published, and who has solicited countless alms for 
the seminaries of German bishops—I am not permitted to 
mention his name — this relation between the Eucharist and 
the furthering of sacerdotal vocations has been most beauti- 
fully effected. A star is above every, house from which a 
priest goes forth. A star is likewise above the head of those 
who contribute to the education and training of a priest. Let 
us congratulate the great souls who under the direction of our 
venerated Cardinal Mundelein, have made this glorious Con- 
gress a secular event in the United States. Let us likewise 
greet those who will convey the fruits of this Congress into 
the future. During this Congress, let us pray for many vo- 
cations to the sacred ministry and to the religious life. 

Lastly, the fruitful labors of a priest, and not only be- 
coming a priest, grow from the Eucharist. Imitamini, quod 
tractatis! Sacerdotes tui induantur justitiam! Celibacy is the 
nuptial garment of the service of the hostia immaculata. 
John was sent to prepare the Pasch. Celibacy is the oint- 
ment of the Catholic priest. All pastoral labor must spring 
forth from the Eucharist. 

We marvel at the activity and far-reaching influence of 
the American priest. Shepherds may not sleep when enemies 
watch. Keep good watch, and guard the perpetual light. 
This is the third Eucharistic imperative for the priest. The 
much-occupied priest must, again and again retire to the quiet 
of the sanctuary to renew in himself the interior Eucharistic 
spirit of the eternal Highpriest. We might envy our Ameri- 
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can confreres who are exempt from so many ceremonies of 
social life. We know, however, that Canon 2378 requires a 
conscientious observance of the rubrical ceremonies of the 
liturgy. 

Gratias agamus Domino Deo nostro! Gratias agamus, 
on this occasion, does not so much mean, “Let us give 
thanks,” but rather, according to the Greek interpretation, 
“Eucharistesomen,” which means, “Let us celebrate the Eu- 
charist.” With these words, the bishop of the ancient liturgy 
ascended the altar to offer the sacred Mysteries. Then the 
curtain was drawn, and the acolyte called out to the congre- 
gation: “Mysterium fidei!— The Mystery of Faith!” — Semper 
et ubique gratias agere! 

Sons of St. Patrick, countrymen of St. Francis, sons of St. 
Louis, sons of St. Boniface: Gratias, agamus! Eucharistesomen— 
Let us celebrate the Eucharist!

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The Magnificent Procession 


Written for ‘‘Tabernacle and Purgatory’’ by 
His Eminence Michael Cardinal v. Faulhaber of Munich 
during his visit to Clyde, Missouri, July 8 — 13, 1926 





HE fifth day of the Eucharistic Congress wit- 
wa nessed the climax of the grand demonstration: 
the magnificent procession with the Most 
Blessed Sacrament at Mundelein, forty miles 
north of Chicago. Every procession has a three- 
fold object: 1. To proclaim loudly our joy over 
the happiness of possessing the Holy Eucharist; 2. To make 
a public profession of faith in this “Mystery of Faith;” 3. To 
bear the blessing of the Holy Eucharist through the streets 
and over meadows. 

The Chicago-Mundelein procession was to demonstrate 
this threefold object in monumental, universal and secular 
grandeur. In all tongues and languages, before the eyes of 
ten times a hundred thousand men, an international feast 
of Corpus Christi was to be celebrated. Venite, exultemus 
Domino! Come, ye nations of the Eastern and Western 
Hemispheres, tune your harps! “Sing to the Lord a new 
canticle: sing to the Lord all the earth. Praise and beauty 
are before Him. Say ye among the Gentiles: The Lord hath 
reigned” (Ps. 95). His Name shall be glorious from the rising 
of the sun to the going down of the same! 

A grand picture requires a grand frame. Thousands of 
hands with all the means of recent science at their disposal had 
been busy for years making the outward preparations for the 
procession. It is not the custom of His Eminence Cardinal Mun- 
delein, to erect small triumphal arches or to pour new wine into 
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old bottles. ‘“Recedant vetera, nova sint omnia.—Let old things 
pass away and all things be new.” All around the lake, a 
paved road had been constructed specially for the procession. 
On the banks of the lake, the ingenius hand of a skilled 
gardener had designed in flowers of all colors, visible at a great 
distance, a monstrance, the Papal coat of arms, Cardinal 
Mundelein’s coat of arms and the Star-spangled Banner. The 
extensive terrace from the lake to the Church of St. Mary of 
the Lake, and the palatial seminary buildings to the right 
and left of the church, like Levites escorting the highpriest 
at a solemn Pontifical, formed an exquisitely picturesque 
frame for the celebration of the Sacred Mysteries. Before 
the portals of the church, under the blue dome of the heavens, 
had been erected the high altar which, like a capitol, crowned 
and commanded its surroundings. Magnificent fireworks 
which, the preceding evening, flooded the banks of the lake 
with fairy-like pictures, were intended to inscribe indelibly 
on the minds of young and old: “Tomorrow, the King of glory 
will accomplish His triumphal entry.” By means of loud- 
speakers, which were used also at the last Eucharistic Congress 
of Amsterdam, the singing at the altar, the choral chant of 
the choir, the hymns during the procession, the sermon of 
His Eminence Cardinal Hayes of New York, and all announce- 
ments made to the people, were brought to the ears of all 
on the extensive grounds, in the green woods and the long 
procession. 

The day at Mundelein has shown to the world that the 
Catholics of America can, on a magnificent scale, organize and 
utilize the inventions of our times in the service of the sacred 
Liturgy, the same as the Catholics of Europe made the arts 
of the Middle Ages serve to beautify and enhance Divine 
services. “Quantum potus tantum aude, quia major omni 
laude nec laudare sufficis. — Strive thy best to praise Him 
well, Yet doth He all praise excel; None can ever reach His 
due.” The day at Mundelein was the Canticle of Canticles 
of the art of organization and technic. 


Americans Can Pray as Well as Organize 


The day at Mundelein was more than that. The American 
Catholics cannot only organize, they can likewise pray. They 
are not only masters of technic, they are also ministers of 
the Eucharist. At 10 A.M., the solemn Pontifical High Mass 
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was celebrated under the blue dome of heaven by His Eminence 
the Cardinal Legate Bonzano, with that dignity and devotion 
which everywhere characterized the representative of the 
Holy Father. No church would have been large enough to 
contain the million of men that thronged in the open, on the 
roads and throughout the grounds, on the banks of the lake 
and far into the adjacent woods. At the multiplication of the 
loaves in the desert, there were present five thousand; -here 
there were two hundred times five thousand. The Cardinals 
occupied elevated seats on both sides of the altar, and 
consequently, could observe from their places how, in the 
broiling heat of the sun, persons, now and then, fainted or 
became otherwise indisposed, and how swiftly and ingeniously 
they were hurried off to the “first aid stations.” One thing 
to be regretted was the annoyance of the photographers 
who, on this as on the preceding days, made their appearance 
during the holiest parts of the services, even at the Conse- 
cration. The public, however, among them many non-Catho- 
lics, maintained silence, and preserved that correct deportment 
characteristic of the American people in church. 

The Pontifical High Mass was followed by a luncheon. 
People grouped together as formerly in the desert at the 
multiplication of the loaves. The prelates and priests likewise 
took some refreshments so as not “to faint in the way.” At 
2 o’clock P.M., the procession was set in motion. Like fiery 
darts the rays of the sun fell upon us. “With joyful shouting 
and with sound of trumpet,” the Ark of the Covenant, which 
was only a shadow of the Holy Eucharist, was carried in 
procession to Mount Sion (2 Kings vi. 15). With hymns of 
joy and Alleluias of the heart, we escorted our King under 
the lowly form of bread. “Set out, proceed prosperously, and 
reign” (Ps. 44). The Most Blessed Sacrament in a glittering 
monstrance “upon a new cart,” like unto the Ark of the 
Covenant in the Old Testament (2 Kings vi. 3), was held by 
the Cardinal Legate, and followed by the consecrated ministers 
of the Eucharist, the Catholic Knights of Columbus, Knights 
of St. Gregory, of St. John, of Malta, and other Catholic 
Knights and representatives of various societies. 

The great masses of people flanked both sides of the 
procession looking on and praying, but unable to take part 
in the procession itself. It seemed like a picture from the 
Apocalypse of St. John, where thousands and tens of thousands 
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surround the throne of the Lamb casting their crowns 
before the Lamb and singing psalms. From those sparkling 
eyes, from the prayerful, moving lips, from the folded hands 
and bended knees, one could read the words: How happy 
are we, that we are Catholics! “Neither is there any other 
nation so great, that hath gods so nigh them, as our God 
is present to all our petitions” (Deut. iv. 7). There He 
is enthroned in our midst, really and substantially, and “His 
delights are to be with the children of men” with the whole 
plenitude of His Divinity, in the whole Gospel of His earthly 
life, with all the graces of His death on the Cross, with the 
entire love of His Sacred Heart, with all the riches of His 


heaven. 
All Nature Renders Tribute to Its Creator 


The processional way led around the lake, partly through 
groves. “All the trees of the woods rejoiced before the face 
of the Lord,” says the Psalmist in the 95th Psalm. The birds 
of the woods sang their psalms, and on the leaves of the trees 
were written the words: God is love! In a many-voiced 
choir creatures joined in singing the “Tantum Ergo Sacra- 
mentum! — Down in adoration falling, Lo! the Sacred Host 
we hail.” Come, all ye creatures, and in profound adoration 
adore this great Sacrament. 

In the immediate vicinity of the Eucharistic King were 
the Bishops in their purple, the twelve Cardinals in Cappa 
Magna with long trails; all walking with bared heads, alter- 
nately singing psalms and litanies, and praying the rosary. 
Again it became manifest: We are come to adore Him (Matt. 
ii. 2). (We have not come to be photographed.) We have not 
come to be celebrated or to be idolized. We have come to 
adore the one King of the Congress. Catholic liturgy is the 
praise of God, the service of God, not human cult. Human 
praise in the sanctuary were a theft against the burnt offering. 

In the long lines of Priests and Bishops and Cardinals 
the most diversified nations of the five parts of the globe 
were represented. Bishops and Cardinals from North and 
South America walked side by side with Bishops and Cardinals 
from Europe, Asia, Africa and Australia —side by side, with 
negro and Indian priests. It was a spectacle of Catholic unity 
for the Eastern and Western Hemispheres. In the unity of 
faith the diversity of tongues disappeared. When the Cardinals 
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of Italy, America, Hungary, Austria, Germany, France and 
Ireland gave each other the kiss of peace, it reminded one of 
the primitive times ot the apostles, who, according to the 
testimony of St. Paul (Gal. ii. 9), extended to each other “the 
right hand of fellowship.” Lord, give to Thy Church the grace 
of unity and peace. Grant that we all, who have partaken 
of one table, may likewise be of one heart and one mind! 

Just as the procession with the Most Blessed Sacrament 
reached the south side of the lake, the point farthest from 
the church, a heavy thunderstorm arose. Lightning flashed, 
accompanied by terrific thunderclaps, and in half an hour the 
pouring rain had changed the road along the lake into large 
pools of water. The lightning and the thunderclaps, too, 
wished to sing the Benedicite of the creation. Have you not 
read in Holy Scripture (Dan. iii) how all the creatures of God, 
not only the angels and heavenly hosts, not only the sun, the 
day and light, but also the rain, the lightning and stormclouds, 
the night and darkness are called upon to unite their voices 
in singing the Benedicite of creation? The voice of God over 
the waters! St. Francis would say, “Brother Lightning and 
Sister Cloud also wished to participate.” 

Amidst thunder and lightning the Lord of Hosts would 
ask His children of the 20th century: Can you believe, too, 
when the weather is disagreeable? That would be a weak, tot- 
tering faith, which would falter and fall, because a new hat or 
new shoes got wet in the rain. Having accepted from God’s 
hand the good weather on the first four days of the Congress, 
why should we not accept the bad weather? Some of the 
people fled for shelter, others remained quietly along the 
roadside, while the procession itself moved on in perfect order, 
without interrupting its prayer. 

Never in my life shall I forget the pictures of the heroes 
of the faith which I was then privileged to see. Men and 
women knelt on both knees in the pools of mud and water 
on both sides of the road, to adore with folded hands the Lord 
of the Universe who was passing by under the form of bread. 
Such faith I have not found in Europe. Sympathizing persons 
offered us their umbrellas, but we declined because in this 
procession clothes and health were secondary matters. What 
did we care for the wet banners, the drenched uniforms and 
vestments and scarlet trains, if only Christ was proclaimed 
and adored! In the sunshine of the forenoon, the Lord ap- 
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peared to us in the robe of beauty —in the thunderstorm of 
the afternoon He appeared to us girded with strength (Ps. xcii.). 


How the Children’s Prayer was Answered 


You will perhaps say: but hadn’t ever so many prayers 
been offered to obtain favorable weather? In many parishes 
of Chicago the children had been praying for good weather 
for the Eucharistic Congress for the past two years, and doesn’t 
the prayer of children pierce the clouds? I will say this: If 
the scorching heat had continued as intense during the three 
hours the procession lasted, as it was when the procession 
started on its way at 2 o’clock, hundreds of people, especially 
children, would have been overcome by sun-stroke. Whoever 
has had to direct and manage crowds of people as on this 
occasion, knows that excessive heat is by far more dangerous 
than the heaviest rain. It is my firm belief that the rain saved 
the lives of many people and especially those of children. 
So, after all, the children’s prayer was heard; not in a way we 
mortals look at it, but in a much better form. “My thoughts 
are not your thoughts,” says the Lord. 

Besides the rain, other disagreeable experiences were 
complained of: umbrellas and thermos bottles were broken, 
the lunch stations could not be reached, the return to Chicago 
was not possible till after midnight, children were separated 
from their parents and for a time lost in the crowds. — Oh, 
you of little faith! All these little annoyances will soon fade 
away and in your memory you will retain that one great 
picture of world-encircling manifestation of Catholic Faith, of 
Catholic unity of Faith. Despite these inconveniences you 
would not cancel from the diary of your life the date, June 24, 
1926. Your having taken part in the procession at Mundelein 
will ever remain one of the great graces of your life. 

The last quarter of the way, the sun and warmth could 
again sing the Benedicite. After the procession had returned 
to the church, the triple solemn Benediction was given by the 
Papal Legate as a closing ceremony of the Eucharistic Con- 
gress. The Congress, like solemn Pontifical High Mass, was 
to close with solemn Benediction. May this Benediction 
descend like dew over the Eastern and Western Hemispheres: 
over the seminaries in which the future dispensers of the Di- 
vine Mysteries clothe themselves with justice; over the priests 
and religious, that they may walk worthy of their vocation; over 
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all the faithful, that they may persevere in the communion 
of the breaking of bread, the Holy Eucharist; over non-Catho- 
lics, that their eyes may be opened at the breaking of bread, 
as those of the disciples at Emmaus. God’s blessing accom- 
panies us everywhere. Oh, that we were but prepared to 
receive it at all times!

Unofficial Count of Attendance at the Congress 





More exact figures of the numbers attending the XXVIII 
International Eucharistic Congress will not be known for a long 
time, but some idea of its magnitude can be gained from a study 
of the figures announced by various agencies who were inter- 
ested, and are to form constructive estimates of the size of the 
various gatherings. 

“The Herald-Examiner,” basing its calculation on police 
reports, made most of the following estimates, which are . 
the figures given by some news agencies:

While these figures are in no sense official, neither are 
they exaggerated, nor yet the highest estimates made. For the 
opening of the Congress most of those who made estimates put 
the number at 150,000. Many placed the attendance at the 
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Women’s Day service at between three and four hundred 
thousand. Men’s Night was given credit for an attendance of 
230,000 by many writers. And some claimed that 1,000,000 


people were present at Mundelein, Ill., on Thursday.

The sectional meetings were held in 22 different places 
and there were several in each place on some days. The at- 
tendance at these meetings varied from 500 to 8,000. From 
this it is easy to see that 100,000 is a conservative estimate for 
the total attendance at the sectional meetings. 


Came Only for Congress 


The vast majority of the pilgrims came for one purpose, 
to attend the Congress. There were many who made estimates 
as to how much money the visitors would spend in Chicago, but 
the officials of the Congress gave no confirmation to these re- 
ports. The visitors came not to shop nor for amusement, but 
to pray, hence some say that business in the large stores and in 
the theaters was below the average on the days of the Congress. 
The street cars and elevated lines, however, showed marked 
increase in the numbers of passengers carried, showing that the 
crowds were out indeed, but intent only on the great events 
which were taking place in connection with the Congress. 

Today Chicago is spoken of as a city blessed and hallowed 
by God, by millions within our American borders, and even by 
millions more beyond our frontiers. Verily, to all, Chicago these 
days has been a city of God, a temple of the Most High, a sanc- 
tuary of Christ, our Eucharistic King. Let it be carved into the 
imperishable record of these memorable days that the Church 
in America, recognizing the epoch- making character of this Eu- 
charistic Congress, will not permit it to pass into history merely 
as an act of stupendous accomplishment, but will cherish and 
keep alive unto generations unborn the story of these days of 
faith triumphant, and glory transcendent.

Sisters shall esteem Perpetual Adoration as the most fitting 
service which nuns are capable of rendering to our God and 
Savior in the Holy Eucharist. They shall regard the Holy Adora- 
tion, which is to be maintained day and night, as a... most effi- 
cacious means of obtaining blessings for the whole Church and 
for the individual faithful.” 

The Convent of Perpetual Adoration will be erected on the 
Seminary grounds adjoining the main road. Our prayer at 
present is that the good God may send us benefactors to bring 
this holy project to a speedy and happy issue. Plans for the 
buildings and the Adoration Chapel are already under consider- 
ation.. Our Hidden God will assuredly bless most bountifully 
all who are inspired to render efficacious help toward the com- 
pletion of this sacred work to the honor of Jesu Hostia.
